JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

By the Pacific mail we have advices from this port to the 24th 
February—whichthad been pon aa by the last P. and O. mail 
—and the present French mail brings dates to the 4th March. 
The P. and O. mail from London Jan. 10 arrived out on the 3rd 
March. The following items of news are from the Japan Mail :— 


The Peruvian Mission, headed by Senor Don Aurelio Garcia- 
-Garcia, captain of the raced Independencia, has arrived. 
e have good reason to think the actual object of the Mission 
is the conclusion of a treaty of peace and commerce with this 
country. Peru has been wise enough to see the disadvantage at 
which she would stand in the eyes of the world were she to as- 
sume any hostile attitude towards Japan on a question in which 
the latter would have, at the least, the moral support of the 
civilised nations. With entire sincerity, too, and without arriére 
nsée of any kind, we think she has done well in abandoning 
he first intention of sending her iron-clads over here. Such a 
course would rather have detracted from than added to the true 
moral weight of any arguments she had to urge or proposals she 
had to e, and we trust that the negotiations between herself 
and Japan will issue creditably and honourably to both sides. 

A notable step has been taken by the Government in the re- 
moval from the edict-boards throughout the empire of a number 
of time-honoured edicts which the progress of events has tended 
to supersede. as these is the edict interdicting the a 
and profession of Christianity by the natives. No - 
nouncement has been made in regard to our religion, but the re- 
moval of the edict in question can only be regarded as a step 
towards a large measure of toleration and liberty of conscience. 
This news will be received throughout Christendom with pro- 
found satisfaction. It implies an important step towards the - 
granting of a measure of entire toleration to the Christian reli- 
gion throughout Japan, and an immunity from persecution, or 
any danger of it, to the converts to our faith. 

e understand, though the whole question is at present in 
embryo, that it is the intention of the Japanese Government to 
make postal treaties with the various powers with whom she is 
now in treaty. An American gentleman, Mr. O’Brien, has for 
some time past been in Japan making the necessary preliminary 
arrangements. A Japanese ce, with a staff of f i 
oficial is an institution = may, therefore, not be so far in 
the future as appearances might warrant us in supposing. 

Ni ceniihetanting the aha withdrawal of the Saibansho 
notifications with reference to the Compradore squeezes the end 
which it was sought to attain by them 5 been brought about, 
in some measure, by the action of the native merchants them- 
selves. Thus, for instance, the silk merchants have combined 
together to refuse payment of the packing charges hitherto cus- 
tomary, and, on a merchant desiring to paces, it is expressly 
stated that no such squeezes will be paid. Indeed, an 
ment has been arrived at between the native merchants to the 
effect that anyone who shall allow the squeeze shall forthwith be 
mulcted in a heavy fine, 

On the 15th Feb. a meeting of the Japan branch of the Asiatic 
Society was held, Mr. Watson, H.B.M.’s Chargé d’Affaires in the 
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chair. Five papers on the Loochoo Islands, written by as many 
Japanese tadenta at the Nanko (Government College in Yedo), 
were read by Mr. E. House, their instructor. The papers were 
full of interest, but especially so for the evidence they afforded of 
successful study of the English language, Another paper, by 
one of the officers of H.M.S. Barossa, on the Gilbert and Mar- 
shall Islands, was also read. 

Tt is officially announced that Oye Taky, Governor of Kana- 
. gawa, has left for Osaka, overland, on two months’ leave of ab- 
sence, A report circulated that he is about to be superseded on 
account of the late notifications is untrue. Ill-health, certified to 
by a foreign medfcai man, is the cause of his departure. 

From Hakodadi we have news of a most serious catastrophe ; 
there seems to be little certainty as to the actual facts, but two 
reports are current, The one says that a British subject, having 
suspected a boy of stealing, beat him, and then tied him up in 
his godown for the night. In the morning, however, the boy 
was found to be dead. The other, and the more probable version, 
is, that the boy was locked up in the godown at 8 am., and at 
10 a.m. was found to have hanged himself. But the only well- 
ascertained fact seems to be that the boy is dead. 

The following paragraphs are from the Japan Jerald :— 

Some excitement in the mercantile world has been caused here 
of late, by the illegal action of the Governor of Yokohama. A 
notification was issued by him, peremptorily forbidding Japanese 
and Chinese in foreign employ from accepting packing and other 
fees from Japanese merchants, and threatening with punishment: 
all parties who failed to comply with the order. Furthermore, 
native merchants were warned to do no further business with 
foreign merchants who had signified their intention of continuing 
to permit the fees to be received. This edict was a direct breach 
of the article of the treaties, which provides that trade between 
natives and foreigners shall be perfectly unrestricted by official 
interference. Upon this a letter, signed by nearly all the mer- 
cantile firms of Yokohama, was addressed to the Consular body, 
protesting against the illegal proclamations, and requiring their 
withdrawal. The Consuls energetically supported the demands 
of the merchants, and the matter was referred to the Foreign- 
office, and to the Council of State. After some delay another 

roclamation of a more moderate character was issued, but ulti- 
mately the obnoxious edict was unconditionally withdrawn. 

The Chamber of Commerce held its annual general meeting 
on the 6th Feb. During the past year the Chamber has 
strenuously endeavoured to get the rice trade thrown open, but 
without success. It has advised in the “ Report” that on the 
revision of the Treaty the article prohibiting the export of cereals 
should be expunged, and the trade thrown open to all, instead of 
being, as now, a monopoly of the Government. The Chamber 
has also tried to obtain from the Japanese Government a 
landing pier, carried sufficiently far out into the bay to allow 
sea-going ships and steamers to come alongside, and thus facili- 
tate discharge and loading. Although the pier has not yet been 
constructed, it is supposed that eventually the Government will 
recognise the want, and supply it. The Chairman called the 
attention of the members of the Chamber to the errors which 
had occurred in its statistics, owing to the defective returns sent 
in by the members. : 

Count Fé d’Ostiani, the Italian Minister, left by the English 
mail steamer, on leave of absence, Count de Litta, who has besa 
appointed First Secretary of Legation, taking his place. Until 
the arrival of Count de Litta, Count de Barrilis, Italian Consul 
at Yokohama, will fulfil the duties of Chargé d’Affaires at Yedo. 

Latterly, we have had no lack of amusement. On the 9th Feb. 
an amateur dramatic performance was given by some gentlemen, 
residents of Yokohama. The pieces performed were the operetta 
of “ Box and Cox,” and an original extravaganza, arranged by a 
Yokohama gentleman, and entitled, “ Braganzio the Brigand.” 
The performance, which was the best ever given in Yokohama, 
met with a most enthusiastic reception, and, in obedience to nu- 
merous requests, a repetition was given on the Wth. This latter 
was no less a success than the former. On the 28nd Mr. Marsh 
gave a concert, which was well attended. On the 13th another 
concert was given, and remarkably well carried out, by the ama- 
teur artistes. We have also had an American circus here for some 
time ; Mr. Abell, the proprietor, gave a performance for the 
benefit of the sutierers by the fire at the Yokohama Hotel. 

The Lyeemoon, formerly a side-wheel steamer, bought lately 
from Japanese owners for the Trans-Pacific Steamship Company, 
is now being fitted out here as a sailing ship. She will go to 
England under canvas, and there undergo the alterations required 
for her conversion into a screw steamer, and otherwise be reno- 
vated and equipped as one of the above company’s line. She has 
been rigged with four masts—somewhat of a novelty in shipping, 
but found necessary in this case on account of the great length of 
the vessel. -The Lyeemoon was one of the famous opium vessels 
running some years ago on the China coast, and is said to have 
steamed nineteen and twenty knots an hour, and which, leaving 
Hong Kong after the mail steamer, could still arrive at Shang- 
lai a day or two earlier. She is modelled with very fine lines, 
and may be expected to prove as fast a sailing ship as she was a 
steamer. 

On the 12th February a cargo-boat, sontaining about fifty 
coolies and a Norwegian named Jacobson, upset ; how, is not 
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rightly known; the European and twenty-three coolies were 
drowned. This sad accident elicited an act, or rather acta, of 
great courage and self-devotion ; a gentleman named Dowson, 
witnessing the event, dived after the drowning men many times, 
at the imminent msk of his own life, for the weather was stormy 
and the sea icy cold. He succeeded in bringing up many of the 
coolies. Mr. Dowson would be a most worthy recipient for the 
medal of the Royal Humane Society ; this is not the first time 
that he has saved human life by his intrepidity. 

Sana, Vice-President of the Japanese Commission to the 
Vienna Exhibition, has been appointed Minister Resident to the 
Court of Vienna, and Nabouyosi Sama has been accredited to 
Russia as Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary. 

On the 13th Feb. his Imperial Majesty the Tenno rode out on 
horseback to the residence of the Dowager Empress at Akasaka, 
accompanied by the Imperial body-guard. His Majesty was 
attired in a foreign uniform, finely faced with gold. The caval- 
cade of horsemen, in their green dresses, with the Tenno in the 
centre, made quite a gay spectacle. 

It has been decided by the railway authorities to lay down 
another line of rails between Tokei (Yedo). This will greatly 
facilitate communication between the two cities. 

It is not generally known that the name of the metropolis has 
been changed from Yedo to Tokei. 

The committee of the Yokohama General Hospital, through 
the liberality of the public, has, within a short space of time, re- 
duced the debt of the institution from $4,800 to about $700. 

LATER INTELLIGENCE— BY PACIFIC MAIL. 

The Pacific Mail Company’s steamer China arrived at San 
Francisco on the 3rd inst. with advices from Yokohama to the 
10th March. The following is the summary of news tele- 
graphed to the New York press. 

he Peruvian envoy, Senor Garcia, has been received by the 
Mikado. The Japanese Ministers are willing to enter into a treaty 
of amity and commerce with Peru, but refuse to concede terri- 
torial rights to that people. 

The question of opening the Japanese ports to all foreigners 
hinges on the conditions that they will submit to the mativalave: 
One system, based upon the Code Napoleon, has been rejected by 
the Mikado. 

Despite the edict of religious toleration, six hundred Christians 
in Tosa are still treated as criminals. The great Temple of Mon- 
zeki, in Yedo, is to rebuilt under the superintendence of a foreign 
architect, and according to European ideas. 

The Japanese Minister to Italy would leave for that country 
on the 25th of March. He is also accredited to the Vatican. 

A general system of conscription has been adopted, and all 
Japanese subjects of the age of twenty ycars are required to 
serve in the army or navy. 


HIOGO—OSAKA. 
Our advices extend to the 18th February ; the Pacific mail, 


with dates from New York to Dec. 21, arrived out on the 12th, 
and the French mail, with London dates Dec. 20, on the 16th 
Feb. ; London telegrams to the 3rd Feb. had been received. We 
take the following items of intelligence from the Htogo News :— 


The first ordinary general meeting of the Hiogo Gas Company 
was held at the Chamber of Commerce Rooms on the 28th Jan. 
The Chairman, Mr. Byrne, read the following report :— 

This meeting has been called in compliance with the Articles of As- 
sociation, and 1s necessarily a formal one, as the directors have not yet 
much matter of interest to submit to the shareholders. The ac- 
counts have been audited by Messrs. D. A. J. Crombie and 1. Polano, 
and are now laid before the meeting. It will be necessary to ballot for 
two auditors to serve during the ensuing twelve months, and the above- 
named gentlemen offer themselves for re-election. A vacancy in the 
Board of Directors has been occasioned by the departure of Mr. 
Militzer, which has been filled by the appointment of Mr. H. Lucas, 
whose temporary term of office expired on the 31st ultimo. The share- 
holders will now be called upon to vote for a director to serve until 31st 
December, 1873, and Mr. Lucas offers himself for re-election. The 
first call of fifty dollars per share has been satisfactorily paid up, and 
the directors have decided tu make a second call of the same amount, 
due notice of which will be given in terms uf the Articles of Associa- 
tion. The directors have much pleasure in informing the shareholders 
that the plant is now in course of manufacture in Europe, and, so far 
as it has been at present ascertained, will come within the amount ap- 
propriated for that purpose. 

The accounts were laid before the meeting, and were passed as 
read. Messrs. Crombie and Polano were elected auditors during 
the ensuing year. My. H. Lucas was elected to serve as a di- 
rector in place of Mr. Militzer, and the meeting then adjourned. 

The statistics of trade at the ports of Hiogo and “*~ska for 
1872, compiled by the Hiogo and Osaka General Chamber vu: Com- 
merce, have been published, and we have to congratulate the mer- 
chants of Kobe and Osaka on the increased business that has 
been done during 1872, both in imports and exports, Leaving out 
altogether the item treasure, we find that the imports show an 
increase in total value over those of 1871 of $1,394,124, or at the 
rate of nearly twenty-five and one-third per cent., while the ex- 
ports have likewise increased by the amount of $1,987,237, or at 
he rate of fifty-eight and two-thirds per cent.—the trade of the 
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port having altogether increased in the’twelve months to the ex- 
tent of $3,381,361, or a trifling fraction under thirty-eight per 
cent. No account is takeu, in the above figures, of 827,824 Bs. 
of tea shipped coastwise by native merchants in foreign bottoms 
in 1871, or of 1,073,891 piculs of rice shipped last year on account 
of the Japanese Government. . 

The Kioto Exhibition is to open on the 13th of March, and is 
expected to be a greater success than the last. The com- 
mittee have been very assiduous in getting together a greater 
collection of articles for exhibition, and the arrangements in 

meral are altogether an improvement upon those of last year. 
We may therefore look forward to a pleasant treat on this occa- 
sion, and hope that the losses sustained by those interested in 
the last Exhibition scheme will be made up at the coming one. 

An edict has been published by the Governor of Hiogo or- 
dering the imposition of a tax for the support of a lock hospital. 
This is a much needed establishment, and the institution of it 
will be a source of much gratification to all masters of vessels 
arriving at this port, the evil pre-eminence of Kobe in the matter 
of diseases of a certain class having been yery expnaly animad- 
verted upon in the last medical report on the th of the navy 
on the China and Japan stations, issued under authority of the 
British Government. 

The question of a recreation ground has been finally set at 
rest, the Government having given over to the foreign com- 
munity the right of using the same, but with a proviso that the 
privilege s be extended to the Japanese also. 

The matter of breakwaters to be built in the Kobe Harbour 
is still in contemplation ; in the meantime jetties for the Osaka 
steamers are being built out into the new Camber. 





NAGASAKI. 

We have advices to the 27th February. The P. and O. mail 
of Dec. 27 was received Feb. 20. We extract the following from 
the Nagasaki Express :— 

The weather here has been extremely changeable, varying in 
temperature almost from mid-winter to mid-summer. On the 
15th Feb. there was a very considerable fall of snow, and 
the next day the wind blew furiously, and continued to 
do so almost through the entire night. The shipping in 
the vicinity to this port sree to have felt the effects of the 
gale severely, for the British brig Britain’s Pride, which had left 

or Shanghai, put back with loss of sails, and was detained two 

or three days in conscquence, The German barque Adelheid, 
Captain Viige, bound from Takao for Chefoo, with a general 
cargo, put into this port in a similar condition, and the American 
steamer Yokohama Maru, while on her voyage over from Shang- 
hai, arrived with the loss of her fore and aft sails. During the 
gale several coal lighters were either broken or capsised their 
contents into the harbour, and the framework of a building in 
the course of erection in the settlement was blown down. 

An incident has occurred here which illustrates the insecurity 
of the jail at this port when the inmates are determined charac- 
ters. The men forming part of the crew of the British schooner 
Annie Muriel were sentenced by H.B.M.’s Consul to one month’s 
imprisonment for disorderly conduct on board. It appears that 
every afternoon it is customary to allow foreign prisoners to ex- 
ercise in the jail yard, and this was taken advantage of by the 
prisoners as a fitting opportunity to run away. They managed 
to get clear of the premises after cutting the jailor about the 
face, and as each one took a different direction it was temporaril 
a successful stratagem, as it prevented their custodian from fol- 
lowing more than one. They were, however, all arrested again 
the same evening, and conveyed back to the same place, but two 
eacaped again, and one, up to the present, is undiscovered. 

A new line of Japanese steamers will be started in the course 
of the next two months. They are to be of small size, to run 
between Tokits, Omura, and Hirado. This company is composed 
of Japanese mer chants residing at Omura, who intend this line 
for the purpose of superseding the junks now performing the 
service of conveying country passengers. 

A number of police officers are expected from Yedo shortly. 
They will take charge of the police duties immediately after 
their arrival, when the department will be separated from the 
Foreign Office. All complaints from both foreigners and natives 
will have to be made at this department, which we understand 
will have the name of Saibansho. 

The British brig Britain’s Pride has been sold to Messrs. M. 
C. Adams av“SCo. of this port. The American steamer Voko- 
hama Ma: «os been sold to a company of Satsuma merchants, 
who intend employing her for the purpose of conveying sugar 
from the Loochoos to Osaka. She has been out ona trial trip, 
and will, we understand, be re-transferred to the Japanese fi 
very shortly. The price reported is $40,000. This is the secon 
steamer purchased by the same firm, who, we hear, intend adding 
another one to their line. 

The French ironclad Belliqgueuse and the haa Bourayne 
have left for Hong Kong direct. We understand that the 
Bouraynz carried despatches for the Admiral, and that when she 
has joined him some action will be taken against the piratical 
vessels which attacked her on the China coast a short time back. 
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CHINA, 
PEKING AND TIENTSIN., 

A correspondent of the Vorth China Herald writes as follows : 

The people of Tientsin have been surprised to hear that the 
Governor-General had determined to return to Tientsin bythe 
20th day of the Chinese moon (17th Feb.), when the seals of the 
yamuns will be opened for the transaction of public business for 
the current year. The reasons ostensibly assigned for this unex- 
pected and early return of his Excellency are, that the Ministers 
of Ji and Peru and the Chargé d’Affaires of Holland are ex- 
pected to reach Tientsin immediately after the opening of the 
sea communication with this place, which is looked for before 
the end of February ; and that Li considers it necessary he should 
be on the spot to meet them. 

In the Peking Gazette we read that his Majesty has been 
pleased to appoint Le-teung-he Governor-General of the pro- 
vinces of Keangsoo, Keangse, and Ganhway, his official residence 
or Yamen being at Nanking. Le-tsung-he is a native of the 

rovince of Szechuen ; a short time back he was Governor 
seunfoo) of the province of Shanse, but he was then obli 
to cease holding office, on account of the death of one of hi 
pan as he had to go into mourning ; and he is at present at 

me in Szechuen. He was formerly a protégé of the great 
statesman, Tseng-kwo-fan, under whom, I wnderstand, he served 
at one time as a subordinate official ; and he is not classed, I 
further understand, as belonging to the political party of Li 
Hung-chang. i 

After his Majesty’s accession to the Throne we shall learn of 
numbers of officials being promoted. Even already we hear 
rumours of promotions at Tientsin—the territorial Taoutai, 
Ting, to be Salt Commissioner.; the Prefect, Ma, to be Taouteai. 
The Gazette of 2nd February states that the Emperor will start 
from Peking on the 1st April for the Imperial tombs in Mon- 
golia, to offer up prayers there. 

The Gazette reports a serious affray with salt smugglers on the 
Tahu. The smuggling seems to have become an organised affair, 
and needed considerable force to put it down ; thirty-eight boata, 
3,800 packages of salt, and nineteen smugglers were captured. 
In course of time, probably, the Chinese will learn that moderate 
imposts will at once stop smuggling, whereas force never can or 
will do this effectually, so long as imposts are excessive ; those on 
salt are crushing, and the smuggling from the Hanchow Bay is 
very great. 


SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 6th 
March ; there had been no mail arrival from London sjnce that 
of Jan. 10, on the 27th Feb. The following items of news are 
from the North China Herald :— 

The Chinese seem to be in rather a bad way about the convey- 
ance of rice to Tientsin. A memorial in the Peking Gazette vir- 
tually acknowledges that the inland route is closed ; and the fact 
has been practi y acknowledged by the formation of a Chinese 
Steamer Company, whose foremost employment will be to convey 
this rice by sea. But this company’s steamers have not yet ar- 
rived, and Shanghai godowns are running over with the accumu- 
lated “ tribute.” When will the Chinese learn that to collect 
taxes in money, and pay wages in money, leaving the Imperial 
pee and onenaent to buy their own rice, is the right princi- 

le to go on 
y It sr aotaw arly that no leas than eight steamers have already 
left for the northern ports, all deeply laden—the Aden, Appin, 
Chikli, Shanse, Szechuen, Taku, Sin Nansing, and Shantung. 
The Appin and Shanse proceed direct to the Peiko, while the 
remainder call at Chefoo. 

In consequence of the outside steamer Ping On being put on 
the Mingpo line, the 8.8.N. Company lowered the rates for 
native pee from $2 to $1, and even 50c., at which they 
now stand. he effect has been to increase the number of pas- 
sengers carried enormously. One day the Av:txgse brought up 
974, and the typical idea of packing like herrinyvs in a barrel was 
almost literally fulfilled. They had not room to move. 

Considering the amount of statistical work which the Customs 
Returns Department has to get through at the end of the year, 
we may congratulate it on having brought out the Gazette for 
the fourth quarter of 1872 in good time, and fifteen days earlier 
than last year. The Shanghai return were published separately, 
and reviewed by us some weeks ago. The import of Shirtings 
into Chinkeang during the fourth quarter of 1872 was 187,833, 
against 164,831, but only 64,395 pieces of T-Cloths, against 92,798. 
A falling off of 2,500 pieces of Lustres is the only notable fea- 
ture in Woollens. A steady increase in the use of transit passes 
is still to be observed. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Hongkew Wharf Company 
has been held. The accounts show a profit on the year’s work- 
ing of Tls, 44,386. It was agreed to pay a further 6 per cent., 
making a total dividend of 12 per cent. for the year on the paid- 
up capital, to divide Tls. 6,150 among contributing shareholders, 
and to reserve Tls. 13,264 for repairs and depreciation account. 
Messrs. Lavers, Wood, Barnes, Behn, and Mitchie were elected 
directors for the ensuing year.

A Hankow correspondent writes as follow :—Everything very 
dull. The business of the past fortnight in Cotton Goods has 
not been so good as was anticipated after the New Year. A 
grand ball has been given by the bachelors of Hankow, which, 
considering the few ladies available for dancing, passed ‘off well. 
About a fortnight ago a circular went round the community in- 
forming the residents that H.B.M.’s Government was prepared 
to give over the English Church to the entire charge of the com- 
munity, provided the latter would take the responsibility of all 
the Church expenses in future. This is a step in the right direc- 
tion, undoubtedly, for it is full time for the Home Government 
to leave all Englishmen alike to see after their own religious 
wants and supplies. Nevertheless, the matter does not seem to 
awaken a ready response in the place. 

The Courier contains the following additional news :— 

The well-known steamer Tung-ting, which did such good ser- 
vice in the Yangtse trade last year, made a trial trip on the 
3rd March. She has been extensively altered and enlarged by 
the Pootung youndey Company, having been lengthened about 
fifty feet, thereby rather more than doubling her carrying capa- 
city. Her engine power is also increased by the addition of a 
high-pressure cylinder, making the engine a compound one. The 
trial trip was in every respect a success. She attained the satis- 
factory speed of nine knots and a-half, and the whole working 
of her new arrangements was perfect. 

A careful survey of the scene of the wreck of the Sedan, 
made by Captain Hemmings, of the steamer China, establishes 
the fact that she was not, after all, lost on the Comet Rock, as 
was reported. This statement will give great satisfaction to the 
friends of Captain Winter, of the Sedan, as it relieves that gen- 
tleman of the heavy responsibility that rested on him in con- 
nection with the wreck. 

The following is the report of the Shanghai Steam Navigation 
Company :— 

The directors have now to submit to the shareholders the accounts 
of the Company for the year 1872. The amount at credit of profit and 
logs account as net gain, after writing off for insurance and depreciation, 
peying two semi-annual dividends of 6 per cent. each, and providing 
for the usual returns to contributing shareholders, is Tis. 172,665.27. 
This has been carried to insurance and depreciation account, the ba- 
lance of which now stands at Tis. 1,073,901.23. Of this fund, an 
amount of Tis. 800,000 is charged for investment in United States 
Government Bonds, and the rest is approximately represented by the 
cost of coals and supplies in current use, and the cash balance in the 
agents’ hands. The whole of the Company’s accumulated resources are 
therefore readily available for any contingencies that may arise. 

The Company's fleet is now in a satisfactory condition. Extensive 
repairs have been effected on the Kiangloong, Plymouth Rock and Shanse, 
including new boilers for the two last named, the whole cost being 
defrayed from the year’s earnings. There seems no reason to anticipate 
any further outlay of importance for repairs in the near future. The 
new steamer Chihli arrived here on the 22nd of May, and has been 
running regularly on the Gulf Line. The building of the Shingking, 
the other steamer ordered for the same route, has been delayed by 
strikes of workmen in Glasgow, and she is not likely to reach here 
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before the middle of June. The Honan began work in April, and has 
roved most useful, especially during the period of low water on the 

Yangtaze. 

Ths como river steamer Nanking, referred to in previous reporta, 
was launched on the 26th ult., and should be ready for service by the 
middle of May. The directors have to advise that in April last they 
bought from the Japanese the river steamer Nautilus (now the Fychow) 
for the sum of $85,000. Apart from other considerations, the purchase 
has been fully justified by her cheapness and efficiency. Alterations 
are now being made in her deck arrangements to fit her for either the 
river or the Ningpo route. The directors have also to announce that 
they have purchased the plot of land between the Old Dock and the 
Taiping-road for a sum of Tls. 28,000, and they ask the confirmation of 
the shareholders. This acquisition gives the company an uninterrupted 
frontage of about five hundred feet at a point where wharfage facilities 
must always be valuable. 

It is with deep regret that the directors have to announce the death 
during the year of Mr. Francis Porter, so longa member of their Board. 
His place was filled by the election of Mr. F. H. Bell. On the resigna- 
tion of Mr. H. H. Warden, Mr F. B. Forbes was duly elected president 
of the company at a special meeting of shareholders held on December 
9th. This appointment, and the retirement of Mr. W. H. Condit 
shortly afterwards, created two vacancies at the Board, which have 
been filled for the unexpired term by the election of Messrs. F. D. 
Hitch and W. J. Bludenburgh. 

We regret to learn of the death of Dr. B. Hobson, in London. 
His name is familiar to many in China, as a devoted medical mis- 
sionary for upwards of twenty years. He published a series of vo- 
lumes in Chinese, on medicine, surgery and natural history, which 
have passed through numerous editions, and are still eagerly 
sought after by native scholars. Though he was long laid aside 
from active labour, he continued to take deep interest in the work 
of his life. His personal character was of the highest type, and 
will be lovingly remembered by those who were immediately ac- 
quainted with him. 

It is said that steps are being taken to start a temperance 
hotel in some central of the foreign settlement of Shanghai. 
There is no doubt that such an establishment would meet a 
growing want in this community, and would receive the support 
of a large number of people who are not members of the Tem- 
perance Society.

HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 13th March ; the outward P. and 
O, mail of Jan. 24 was received on the 7th March. The follow- 
ing items are from the Hong Kong Daily Press :-— 

On the 11th March the Rev. Dr. Legge gave his farewell lec- 
ture at the City Hall, as the last of the present series of winter 
lectures. He chose for his subject the two heroes Kwan and 
Chin, who lived in the feudal times of China, and were distin- 
guished by many acts which had caused them to afford pabulum 
for the imagination of every Chinese youth who studied the his- 
tory of his country. The lecturer gave a description of the 
geography of China during the feudal times, in which his heroes 
became famous, and of the various historical events of those 
unquiet days, and detailed many curious historical facts and 
illustrations of the peculiar state of China in those days, and 
the ideas current among the Chinese concerning them. In con- 
clusion he stated that, though changed in form politically, China 
was to the present day much what she was in the days of his 
heroes ; adding that the destiny of the nation was in the 
hands of Him who alone could change the hearts of men, 
but that all who were resident in the country could do something 
towards its reform and regeneration, by showing an example of 
how Christian men could live. _At the conclusion of the lecture 
Mr. N. B. Dennys proposed a vote of thanks for this interesti! 
contribution to our knowledge of Chinese history, and remind 
the audience that this vote was proposed under peculiar circum- 
stances, They were saying code to Dr. Legge, who was one 
ot the oldest residents in the colony, and who had in a great 
measure identified himself with its history.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

We have advices from this port to the 21st March ; the French 
mail from London Feb. 14 arrived out March 18. The follow- 
ing summary of news is from the Singapore Daily Times :— 

The last Government Gazette contains several new notifications. 
The Governor has provisionally recognised the appointment of 
Mr. C. Detmar Stahlknecht as German Consul at Singapore dur- 
ing the absence of Mr. C. G. Stahlknecht. Another notification 
announces that the Queen’s Exequatur, empowering Mr. O. Von 
Mohl to act in the same capacity, was signed on the 30th Jan., 
and has been gazetted. The Secretary of State for the Colonies 
has confirmed the six months’ leave of absence granted on the 
17th Dec. last to the Rev. J. A. Beckles. Captain Hatchell re- 
turned to his duties as Police Magistrate and Commissioner of 
the Court of Requests on the 21st ult. The average note circu- 
lation of the Penang branch of the Chartered Mercantile Bank 
during Feb. was $234,306. 

The draft of the Militia Bill—the most interesting to the public 
of all the measures laid before the Council on its opening day— 
has been published. Without entering into any lengthened 
criticism of the various clauses of the Bill, we may be allowed 
to say that, after attentive perusal, the impression left upon our 
mnind is, that the general effects of the Bill becoming law will be 
a further increase of our establishments and of the patronage of 
the Governor ; an increase in taxation, or rather the imposition 
of an income-tax ; the virtual establishment of a conscription in 
these hitherto free British Settlements, applying, however, not 
only to British subjects, but also to other nationalities whose sub- 
jects may find themselves sojourners here for a time. Now does 
it not savour somewhat of despotism and tyranny for the 
Governor of a Crown Colony, with the aid of a packed Council 
of Officials, to endeavour to force upon a recalcitrant community 
a law striking directly at the great boast of the British constitu- 
tion, the sacred liberty of the subject, a law which exists nowhere 
else in the British Empire, and which even the Imperial Parlia- 
ment would think over three times before ing ? 

Another of the Bills laid before the Council is that to em- 
power the magistrates, with the consent of foreign powers, or 
their Consuls, to punish offences committed on foreign 
ships in *e ports of the colony. Should a foreign Government, 
througu its proper officer, signify its desire that the whole or 
any of the provisions of this ordinance should be enforced to- 
wards its seamen, the Governor will authorise a notification to 
that effect in the Gazette, and the order will take effect accord- 
ingly ; without such authority, in each case the written assent 
of the Consul of the nation must be given before proceedings 
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can be taken 5 STR seamen of a foreign ship. The powers 
granted in the Bill are very stringent, and were it not the 
consent of the Consuls or of their Governments must be first 
obtained, might be oppressive. 

An entragndinary cee has been tried before Captain Walshe, 
police magistrate. The facts were that Mr. Wheatley, apothecary 
at the General Hospital, in punishing his younger brother for 
repeated thefts of money, had, after flogging him, branded him 
on the forehead by means of lunar caustic, with the word 
“Theft” in letters an inch long, and in that condition sent him 
to school. The lig of the Institution School, on seeing the 
black letters on the boy's forehead, took him to the Colonial 
Secretary, and the result was that the boy was sent to the 
magistrate with a note, and a warrant was issued for Mr. 
Wheatley’s arrest. The accused urged in defence of his 
conduct that it grieved and pained him to have to punish the 
lad in this way, but that he had done so with a view to 
his moral good, and to endeavour to make a permanent 
impression upon him by showing his perio what bis charac- 
ter was ; and that all good effect would be nullified by the pri- 
soner’s punishment for marking him, as the boy would be under 
the impression that thieving was no offence, and that the prisoner 
had no authority to punish him. The Colonial Surgeon stated 
that the mark would, if left alone, disappear in a few days; if 
it had been intended to make a permanent mark, another caustic 
would have been used. Captain Walshe held that the prisoner 
had no right under any circumstances to disfigure the boy’s 
countenance, even temporarily, and was inclined at first to im 
$25 fine, and one week’s imprisonment, but on further considera- 
tion determined to limit the punishment to a fine only, which 
was fixed at $50. 

The British schooner Hector has been chartered for the work 
of the North Sands Lighthouse, at $900 per month for the first 
three months, and after that $800 a month.

IMPORTS. 

Yoxouama.—The only feature of interest to note in Cotton Goods 
was a further advance in Cotton Yarn. There was a little more inquiry 
for 8} lbs. Shirtings, but other weights were quiet. Velvets were again 
weaker, and Turkey Reds were not so easily saleable. Nothing doing 
in Woollens, prices of which showed a downward tendency, only Presi- 
dents, Union, and Pilots maintaining former rates, although the demand 
had slackened. No change in Iron ; 100 tons Nail-rods quitted at $4.85. 

Hroeo-O0saka.—Transactions had not assumed any dimensions of mo- 
ment ; the merchants of the interior had kept the settling day at Japan- 
ese New-Year as of old, and were but slowly returning to business; 
deliveries were unsatisfactory. Cotton Yarn a drooping tendency. 
Grey Shirtings had been higher during the interval, but as stocks in- 
creased, prices receded, and the market at the close was flat. 

Hankow.—Advices dated Feb. 27 reported a very fair demand for 
Grey Shirtings. Holders were demanding still higher prices than 
those current, which gave a range of from Tis. 1.90 to 2.00 per piece 
for 83 Ibs. Common makes of 7 Ibe. T-Cloths were also in improved 
request at Tls, 1.82 to 1.36, and a few Mexicans had changed hands 
at from Tis. 1.45 up to Tis. 1.58 per piece. Some ordinary 8 Ibs. 
had been placed at Tis. 1.72 to 1.78 per piece. Sales of blue Hand- 
kerchiefs at Tis. 0.54 to 0.74 per dozen, and of 22 in. Black Velvets 
at Tls, 0.22% to 0.23 per yard were noted, and a small lot of Foong 
Hing ,Tin had been disposed of at Tls. 36 per picul—a very satis- 
factory rate as compared with the quotations ruling lately in Shanghai. 
Later advices dated March 1 reyorted more favourably of Cotton 
Goods generally. Large sales of Grey Shirtings had taken place, and 
rates had advanced to the equivalent of those ruling at Shanghai. 

SHanoHal.—The first steamers of the season had left for the North, 
and they, together with those on the berth, had taken and were load- 
ing large quantities of foreign manufactures. The following is an ap- 
proximate of what had so far been sent off:—Grey Shirtings, 90,000 
to 100,000; White Shirtings, 50,000; T-Cloths, between 60,000 and 
70,000 ; Jeans, about 60,000; Drills, fully 70,000 pieces. A very fair 
business in most kinds of Piece Goods had been done ; prices had been 
well maintained, and in several instances an advance on last quota- 
tions had been established. The market had been fairly active and 
very steady throughout, but excepting for Chintzes, Camlets, and as- 
sorted Long Ells, it closed quietly, though with little evidence of any 
weakness in the value of those articles to which dealers had devoted 
most attention. Grey Shirtings, 8jlbs.: Quotations had not improved, 
although a heavy business was recorded; total sales 110,000 pieces. 
7 Ibs. stocks being light and difficult to be met with, dealers had 
turned their attention to floating supplies, and secured a considerable 
portion of those in the ss. Glenlyon, Flintshire, and Priam, since 
arrived. Sales 38,000 pieces, at Tls. 1.73 to 1.76 per piece. A few 
6 Ibs. and 64 Ibe. have been taken at Tis. 1.63 to 1.65, and Tis. 1.66 
to 1.69 respectively. Heavy goods sparingly dealt in, but holders 
are firm for an advance. White Shirtings: In 56 R. up to 66 R. 
transactions fully 20,000 pieces, at Tls, 1.74 to 1.874 for low to good

THE WAR IN SUMATRA—REPULSE OF THE DUTCH. 
(SPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE “ Darty TELEGRAPH."’) 


SrscaporE, APRIL 17.—In their attack upon the Achinese the Dutch 
have succeeded by a second assault in taking two forts, but they suffered 
a repulse in attempting to gain possession of the principal fort. The 
fighting was of a very desperate character, and, unfortunately for the 
Dutch, their commander, General Kohler, was killed. At present the 
invading force is engaged in besiegng the Sultan’s Palace. In the storm- 
ing of the forts the loss of the Dutch amounted to two hundred killed. 
The Atchinese, who were poorly armed, suffered heavily. I understand 
there is considerable sickness amongst the Dutch troops, and that rein- 
forcemments have been ordered. ‘The hospital ships, being filled, have 
been ordered to Padang. <A blockade of the Pepper Ports has been 
effected, and trade is checked. 

(REUTER’s TELEGRAMS). 

Pexanc, Apri. 17.—Advices from the seat of war in Atchin state 
that Geu  ~ Kohler, the commander of the Dutch forces, has been 
killed. he Dutch troops captured some small earthworks, but were 
unsuccessful in their attempts to storm the chief citadel of the Atchi- 
nese. ‘The losses were excessive, and the fighting was most dexpernte. 

Tru Haccr, Apri, 18.--The Dutch Government has received official 
advices froin Atchin dated the 14th inst. They confirm the intelli- 
gence that General Kohler has been killed, and that affairs have taken 
an unfavourable turn. Craton is provided with artillery of large calibre, 
has a numerous garrison, and is making a desperate defence. Outside 
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Craton the Dutch troops are assailed on all sides by numerous bands. 
The (fovernment commissary deems military and naval reinforcements 
necessary, and they have been sent. A second despatch from the 
Governor-General of Java announces that General Nerspyck has been 
appointed commander-in-chief of the expeditionary troops. The 
steamer Timor, with two battalions and artillery, will leave shortly for 
Atchin. Measures are being taken by the Dutch Government for the 
immediate reinforcement of the troops, and the frigate Leeland left

THE return of the Suez Canal traffic for the year 1872 has been pub- 
lished. It appears from this that the number of ships which passed 
through the canal was 1,081, against 761 in 1871, the mercantile ton- 
nage being 1,082,091, against 698,802. Of this tonnage the proportion 
under the British flag was 812,809, against 506,397. Among the other 
nationalities the French took the lead with a tonnage of 102,207, and 
the next was Austrian with 46,898 tons. The Turkish flag covered a 
total of 23,778 tons. 

THE St. Petersburg Golos expresses a hope that the Japanese Am- 
bassadors are authorised to cede the Island of Sanghalien, which has 
been so long in the joint possession of both Powers. Russia, in accord- 
ance with the promise contained in the Treaty of 1867, would be pre- 
pared to give up a portion of the Kurile Islands in return.

THE OPENING OF THE SINGAPORE LEGISLATIVE 
COUNCIL. 

THE address which Sir Harry Orp delivered at the 
Singapore Legislative Council recommends three very im- 
portant measures to the deliberations of that body. A 
sweeping reform of the Courts of Civil and Criminal Pro- 
cedure is the first of these ; but, as the Bills for carrying the 
contemplated changes out are not yet before us, we can do 
no more at present than express a hope that in the altera- 
tions to be made every care will be taken to avoid the 
slow delays and costly charges which have always been 
blots upon the British legislative system, and also to 
disencumber the principles adopted, as far as possible, 
from those formalities, technicalities, and interpretations 
which, born in England when feudalism was predominant, 
are hard be to got rid of even in these modern days of pro- 
gress andenlightenment, and whichare pre-eminently burden- 
some, grievous, and unintelligible to a mixed Eastern com- 
munity, whose wants and tone of thought run in an 
altogether divergent channel. The importance of perfecting 
the laws which control steamers, steam navigation, and 
foreign merchant seamen is peculiarly great to a entrepét 
such as Singapore, and we therefore hail with unmixed 
satisfaction the announcement that these questions are to 
receive renewed consideration. 

It is more difficult to speak with absolute approval of 
the promised “ Bill for Establishing a Militia Force in the 
Settlements.” The resolution in favour of the introduction 
of this measure was passed by the Council unanimously on 
the lst of October last ; but even undivided concurrence in 
the Legislature has not always proved to be founded on a 
true appreciation of the wants and wishes of a community. 
The inhabitants of Singapore number, as is well known, four 
leading constituents. There are, firstly, the Chinese ; next in 
numbers to them are the immigrants from Madras ; then we 
have the aboriginal Malay tribes ; and, lastly, the small but 
predominant European merchant race. A local militia force 
may, pele ge some day be required to protect the colony 
from foreign attack ; but, if so, it must be numerically strong 
as well as effectively equipped in order to be of use. The 
native races would need therefore to be incorporated in the 
regiments. But surely such a scheme is impracticable, for 
it would be unwise and unsafe to entrust weapons of 
deadly precision to hostile clans of Chinamen, or wild 
Malays, instructing them at the same time how such in- 
struments are to be handled, and, moreover, the mixed 
native races could never be relied on in times of real danger 
to make cause with us in a quarrel which is no real concern 
of theirs against another European Power perhaps by 
no means unfriendly to them. If, on the other hand, 
the object of the Bill is to establish a compulsory 
system of military training and instruction in arms 
among the European residents, so as to be better able 
to keep in check the disorderly and riotous Chinese, and 
to put down insurrection among the native tribes, we 
think that the end in view is indeed a‘good one, but 
that it may turn out to be a better plan to raise and main- 
tain a regiment of regular troops for use when occasion may 
require. Apart from the political mistrust, and hostility 
of race, which will be stimulated among important sections

thing. Will they, we ask, submit to military oe 3 
Will not many of them think it more advantageous to emi- 
grate to other Eastern ports where no such inconveniencies 
exist ? Many people find it a strenuous effort to successfully 
resist climatic influences and preserve their health, and cases 
consequently must occur where the strain of enforced drill 
will really injure already delicateconstitutions, It is different 
with a regiment of volunteers. They can attend or not, as 
they please, and resign when the duties become too onerous. 
But Europeans commonly look only to a short term of resi- 
dence in the East, and we doubt whether, on trial, they 
will be willing to incur loss of time, money, and possibly 
health, to avert contingencies which they may regard 
as entirely remote, or at all events as not likely to 
happen in their time. How, again, we should like to ask, 
are the expenses of this body to be defrayed ? The natives 
will certainly not relish having to contribute to a force 
which they cannot see any need for, and which they will 
regard as maintained only to repress their own community. 
And yet, as the prevention of riot, bloodshed, and disturbance 
is for the benefit of all, all should be taxed for that pur- 
pose. If the native element is not to be included in this 
militia, how can you reduce to a pecuniary equivalent, and 
extract from the non-combatants, the value represented by 
the time which busy European traders must give up to 
martial exercises? We are forced, therefore, to recur to 
our original suggestion that a regular force, sufficient for the 
purposes required, should be maintained at the general public 
cost. Sir HARRY ORD concludes his remarks by an allu- 
sion to the approaching end of his period of office, and 
hopes before this happens that some of these reforms may 
be passed into law. We venture to predict that the Militia 
question will be still far from settlement when the close of 
his Governorship arrives. 


THE JAPANESE EDUCATION ACT. 

THE new decree of the Japanese Government, establish- 
ing a system of compulsory education in that Empire, which 
has started into such preternatural activity in the course 
of a few years, has been translated into English, through 
the enterprise of Mr. Mori, the American Minister at Yedo. 
It is a very suggestive document, containing very much to 
admire, not a little to envy, and, so far as we can perceive 
from a careful perusal, nothing to condemn. It is mani- 
festly founded on our own Education Bill, and the preamble 
is drawn up with a prolixity which might almost win the 
approbation of Sir JoHN COLERIDGE himself, though it is 
much more clear and truthful in expression than some of 
the legal monuments which our Attorney-General will leave 
behind him. It sets out with the incontrovertible decla- 
ration that “the way by which everybody can establish 
“ himself, and find. means for support, and prosper in his 
“ occupation, and live this life, requires no other than to 
“better his being, to widen his knowledge, and increase 
“his powers of work.” To attain these desirable results, 
however, it is admitted that learning should be encouraged 
for its own sake—a truth which we wish were more gene- 
rally recognised in this country. ‘It is required that there 
should be none in ignorance,’ proceeds the decree, ‘(in 
“any class of our people, male or female.” To this end 
the country is mapped out into eight great districts of 
learning. Each of these is to contain a college, and to 
comprise thirty-two divisions, all possessing high-class 
schools. These minor districts are again subdivided into 
210 “small learning districts,” each containing one place of 
primary education. The effect of this arrangement will be 
the establishment of no less than 6,720 schools under one 
“ Great” learning district, or 53,720 in the Empire. The 
Japanese are 50 far happy that it does not seem that they 
are hampered with any “ religious difficulty.” Every child, 
whether of rich or poor parentage, is to be registered at the 
age of six years, irrespective of caste, and their.teachers are 
to be selected from ‘‘those who are most popular among 
the people.” Teachers, whether in public or private schools, 
who exhibit superior merit, are ordered to be rewarded ac- 
cording to their deserts—a regulation which may be com- 
mended to the reflection of Mr. ForsTER. Poor scholars 
who exhibit satisfactory application and talent are to be 


of the native community, when they see the Europeans ' enabled to pursue their studies in more advanced schools at 
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the cost of the State, which will advance them funds for 
that purpose on the understanding that they will repay the 
debt in after life either in money or service to the Govern- 
Yant. This is indeed a noble law, though we fear it is one 
that could only be carried out under a despotic Govern- 
ment. If the principle could be applied in England, there 
would no longer be any necessity for the interest that is 
now required to get youths into such institutions as Christ's 
Hospital, Winchester, or even the Universities ; they would 
receive the privilege as a matter of right after exhibiting 
sufficient progress to justity the promise of a distinguished 
career. ‘Two classes of the most successful of such students 
are to be sent abroad, and provided with funds for their 
subsistence and education, always conditionally on their 
social conduct and intellectual progress. Thirty gra- 
uates of the colleges, and 150 uates of seminaries—or 
“high schools”—are to be maintained abroad for periods 
varying from three to five years, with allowances of 
from $000 to $1,800 per annum. These appointments, 
or scholarships, are distinctly ordered to be bestowed on 
the most deserving, and “ with perfect impartiality between 
“ rich and poor.” 

Our space will not allow us to speculate at any length on 
the effect of the competition which the new law is likely to 
introduce into the cloisters of Alma Mater. It is not of a 
kind that will do any harm to our own youth, even if, a 
few years hence, we should see a Japanese alumnus taking 
a “double first ” at Trinity, or rowing as one of the rival 
eights in the Varsity boat-race. We have said enough to 
show the spirit of candour and progress in which the new 
decree has been conceived. The Japanese of the rising 

neration may rest assured of as sincere a welcome in 

reat Britain as in the United States. They have fairly 
entered themselves in the race for the common benefit of 
mankind ; and even the most cautious of observers can have 
no other apprehension than that so sudden a conversion to 
our ideas may lead to as unexpected a revulsion. But this 
we must prevent by proving our ideas to be the right ones. 


WE understand that leave of absence has been granted 
to Baron REHFUES, the German Minister at Peking, and 
that until he returns, or a successor is appointed, the Eng- 
lish Minister, Mr. WADE, has taken charge of German in- 
terests. It is unfortunate that at this critical period of 
foreign affairs in China, Germany is not specially repre- 
sented, and we trust that Prince BisMARK will see the 
importance of at once despatching a Minister to Peking. 
The appointments of Consul at Canton and Hong Kong 
are also vacant, as Mr. LUEDER has gone to Shangtisl and 
Mr. ErmpcKeE has resigned. Mr. ANNEKE, the late Consul 
at Shanghai, is now in Berlin. 


THE Council of the International Conference of Oriental 
scholars, to be opened in Paris in July under the presidency 
of ‘Professor DE Rosny, has issued a circular list of some 
of the principal questions proposed for discussion, of which 
the selection of the Japanese classics to be translated, and 
the terms on which their publication should be undertaken, 
with the method of uniformly spelling Japanese names by 
European characters, are the most interesting. 


THE Turkish Government has declared its inability to 
sanction the English proposal of a Suez Canal Conference 
without further preliminary investigations and negotiations. 


Tue Rev. J. S. Burpon, of the Church Missionary 
Establishment at Peking, has been appointed Bishop of 
Victoria, Hong Kong. 


SAMESHIMA, the Japanese Minister, and his secretary, 
AOKE, have arrived at Berlin, from St. Petersburg, en route 
to Paris.

Sir,—Several weeks since Mr. C. D. Williams, an American mer- 
chant, visited Peking for the purpose of ascertaining if the port of 
Kiungchow, on the island of Hainan, could be availed of as a place for 
permanent residence and trade ; if so, he proposed to establish a busi- 
ness there without delay. He further informed me that arrangements 
were about completed for placing a line of American steamers on the 
route between Canton, Hong Kong, and Kiungchow, in case the latter 
port be opened. Mr. Williams brought with him letters from some of 
the largest American houses in Shanghai and Hong Kong, expressing a 
strong desire that steps be taken immediately for the opening of that 
port officially, also a despatch from the Consul-General, warmly en- 
dorsing the movement. In the British and French Treaties of 1858, 
and also that of Germany, Kiungchow is among the ports named for 
foreign reaidence and trade. Neither in the American or Russian 
Treaties is that port mentioned, although legally the right inures to us 
as fully through the “favoured nation” clause as if the place were spe- 
cially mentioned. I may add that neither Power had availed itself of 
the Treaty right referred to up to 1869, when the British Minister 

in the Convention concluded between himself and Prince Kung, 
to exchange Kiungchow for Wenchow, a port on the coast between 
Ningpo and Foochow. That Convention, as you are aware, failed to 


receive the sanction of Her Majesty's Government. In view of the 


circumstances above mentioned, and the possible misconception of the 
Chinese Government of the real status as it now is, it seemed the

Foreign-office, informing the Ministers that American merchants were 


desirous of opening trade at Kiungchow, and saying that I should 
address myself to Prince Kung officially upon the same subject soon. 
On the 23rd inst. I sent a note to the Prince, a copy of which I have 
the honour to enclose. On the same day the representatives of Eng- 
land, France, Germany, and Russia, sent notes of the same purport as 
mine. 


No objection can be legally or properly made to our demand, and I 


apprehend there will be no delay in the formal opening of the port. It 
is of course impossible to say now how important the trade may be- 
come, but until its value is demonstrated by experience, it would not, 
in my opinion, be advisable to incur much expense in the way of a Con- 
sular establishment. 


I have, therefore, to recommend that Kiungchow be attached to the 
Consular district of Canton. I have already instructed Mr. Jewell to 


assume Consular jurisdiction over Kiungchow until the pleasure of the 


Department is made known. Trusting that my action as herein de- 


tailed may meet your sanction, I have, &c.,

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

dn my letter of the 4th ultimo I mentioned casually that the 
Eastern Siberian Trading Company of this city had every reason to be 
contented with the result of their first year of operation, and the re- 
port of the directors, which has now been printed for distribution 
among the shareholders, justifies the statement. It will be remembered 
—for I sent you some account of it at the time—that the company 
was formed in the beginning of last year and took over the business 
hitherto conducted by Herr }'r. Aug. Liihdorf here and at Nicolayefsk, 
the maximum amount of capital being fixed at a million German 
thalers, in 10,000 shares of 100 thalers each, but as that sum was not 
required at first, only half the number of shares were issued, which 
was considered sufficient to commence business with. The fourteen 
promoters who originated the concern are men of wealth and standing, 
comprising Senator Gustav Godeffray, Lutteroth and Co., Consul C. 
Goedelt, Schellhass Bade and Co., Joh. Heyn and Co., Aug. Bolten, and 
J.¥F. Nagel, allat Hamburg ; Consul-General H.J. Pallisen, Wynecken and 
Co., and E. M. Meyer and Co., of St. Petersburg ; Herr C. F. Tietgen, 
Director of the Bank at Copenhagen, and Herr Adolph E. Meyer at 
Hong Kong. For the transfer of the business to {the company Herr 
Luddorf received the sum of 350,000 thalers in paid-up shares, and con- 
sented to act for the first five vears as Managing Director. In the spring 
of last year the Company sent out to the Amoor, from this port, three 
cargoes of assorted goods, and a fourth from Hong Kong loaded with 
China produce, and followed shortly after by a fifth cargo, consisting of 
sugar and spirituous liquors, which are expected to give a good return, 
as a new rate of import duty came into operation in Russia on the Ist 
of January this year, whilst the above cargoes will be only liable for 
the payment at the old rates. This augmentation of the duty is very 
heavy, being no less than fifty per cent. on spirits, whilet that on raw 
sugar is 24 roubles, and on refined 34 roubles per pood. As this in- 
tended increase of the import duty came to the knowledge of Herr 
Liihdorf when at St. Petersburg last year, he was enabled to operate on 
the strength of it for the company. The directors lay great stress on 
amplyfying and improving their means of transport on the Amoor, for 
which purpose they have had a river steamer of one hundred and seventy 
feet in length constructed at the Reiherstieg Works in this city, as well 
as an iron barge of considerable carrying capacity, at the same establish- 
ment, the engines for the steamer being made by Mesars. J. and A. 
Blyth in London. A sinall steam tug has also been bought in London, 
and the two steamers and the barge were sent out from this port by a 
sailing vessel which left here at the end of December last for Nicolayefsk 
direct. They are also in possession of a strong iron steam-tug and a 
wooden barge which ply on the Amoor. The report goes un to state that 
on the 21st of March, last year, the Council of Administration passed a 
resolution to establish a branch or agency at the new naval port of Vla- 
divostock on the east coast of Siberia, in the province ceded by China to 
Russia by the last treaty, and the business has already commenced there. 
The Ariadne, a German vessel of 700 tons capacity, was despatched 
from Hamburg on 2nd April with a general cargo, and in the course of 
May a sixth cargo will be sent off from Hong Kong to the Amour,

partner of Herr Liihdorf at Nicolayefsk, as director of the branch 
establishment there, and with power to sign in the name of the 
Company ; and that gentleman went out by the last French mail 
steamer to China, en route to the Amoor.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
ROTTERDAM, APRIL 16. 

Politics have come to a standstill, this being Easter week. The mem- 
bers of the Second Chamber will not mect again until the 22nd of this 
month, when they will resume the debate upon the Judicial Reorganisa- 
tion Bill. They, as well as the public generally, have been somewhat 
astonished at the draft of a new contract, which the Minister of the 
Colonial Department intends to conclude with the Trading Company, 
and avhich was published during the Parliamentary vacation. The 
principal Opposition paper publishes the following remarks upon this 
contract :—‘It is with much satisfaction we peruse the Bill to prolong 
the contract with the Dutch Trading Company. It may be regarded 
ns an unvoluntary act of homage displayed by the Radical Minister of 
the Colonial Department to the supporters of a Conservative colonial 
policy. The principal tendency of the Bill is to maintain the system 
of consignments till the year 1879 and possibly for a still longer term 
su far as regards Coffee and Tin.” This statement is quite correct as 
regards the general principle of the Bill, some alterations which are 
made in the tariff of commissions, and which will slightly reduce the 
Company’s profits, are merely supplementary. The main point is the 
prolongation of the existing system, and this, 1 am quite convinced, 
will be greatly disapproved of. 

I need not say that the public shows the greatest cagerness for news 
about the Atchin war, and an “extra” of the official paper, the Staats 
Courant, has been read with avidity. The first news of the success 
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achieved by our army was brought here by a Reuter’s telegram, which 
was received with some doubt, because the despatch closed with the state- 
ment that after the victory assistance had been wired for. The Govern- 
ment telegrams, which arrived here somewhat later, confirmed e--r 
success, but said nothing about the asked-for assistance, and, in fact, 
the Staats Courant of to-day affirms that the concluding words of the 
Reuter's telegram were incorrect, as the only things wired for had been 
ammunition for the naval detachment and some horses for the artillery. 
Of course we hope for good results from this war, which is regarded by 
a great many as a leap in the dark, because we are not quite informed 
as to the real occasion of hostilities. Rumours are circulating that the 
“Red Cross” intends to send an expedition to Atchin to succour the 
wounded soldiers, and that a credit of f.10,000 has been granted for 
this purpose. The rumour may be true, in which case probably a cipher 
is omitted. The four small vessels of war which are building for the 
Java service will be immediately despatched to reinforce the navy. 
Several officers of our army at home have asked permission to join the 
expedition, and it is probable that a man-of-war will shortly start with 
volunteers. 
™* The entire capital of the Java Dock Company has been subscribed, 
so that the contracts made in England for the construction of the docks 
can now be definitely concluded. 

The Bourse remains dull, with but little business doing. Money is 
abundant. 


Rlonetary and Commercial. 


Messrs. Browne and Co., the landing agents of the J ese 
Government, have published a circular, recommending that all 
bills of lading for cargo destined for Hiogo should be made out 
in future for Kobé—the nearest port open to foreign trade. 
Although, in official language, the port is styled Hiogo, the 
native port of that name actually remains closed to forei 
trade. In the same way Yokohama, though supposed to ie 
an open port, is described in all ofticial documents as Kanagawa. 
—a native town two miles distant, where foreigners are not per- 
mitted to reside, but which is the treaty port, according to the 
Convention. Messrs. Browne’s warning is said to have been 
called forth by the ill-advised action of the commander of the 
steamer (/alley of Lorne, which he insisted on partially unload- 
ing at Hiogo, a proceeding that caused much inconvenience and 
delay. and resulted in an action which cost the owners some $500. 

The following is the report of the Singapore Gas Company, to be 
presented to the shareholders at the meeting on the 22nd inst. :— 

The directors have to report that the working at Singapore has not 
been so satisfactory a3 on previous occasions, owing to exceptivnal cir- 
cumstances, the cost of coal has increased, and the products have 
diminished. The directors going out of office by rotation are Messrs. 
Frederick William Collard, William Le Feuvre, Frederick Alexander 
Malculm Nicol, and these gentlemen, being eligible for re-election, offer 
themselves for the support of the shareholders. The present auditors, 
Messrs. William Thomas Morrison and Alfred Williams, retire from 
office according to the articles, and being eligible for re-election, offer 
themselyes to the shareholders for that purpose. The profit for the 
half-year amounts to £1,754 9s. 7d., which, together with £14 163. 4d., 
the unappropriated profit of the preceding half-year, makes the avail- 
able balance £1,769 5s, 11d. ; out of this sum the directors recommend 
the declaration of a dividend at the rate of 74 per cent. per annum, on 
the preference capital, and 7 per cent. on the amounts paid up on the 
original capital, less income-tax, the balance of £33 8s. 11d. to be car- 
ried forward to the profit of the succeeding half-year. The dividend to 
be payable on May 7 next. 

At the meeting of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 
London, and China, the report and accounts—which we published 
in our last issue—were alouied, and a dividend of 4 per cent. 
for the half-year, making 6 per cent. for the year, was declared. 

At the meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China, held on the 16th inst., a dividend was declared for the 
half-year at the rate of 24 per cent. per annum, free of income- 
tax, and the directors’ report was adopted. 

The meeting of shareholders of the Deutsche Bank will be 
held in Berlin on the 2ud May, and we believe that the profits 
for the year 1872 on the paid-up capital of 10,000,000 thalers are 
equal to nearly ten per cent., of which eight per cent. will go to 
shareholders, leaving 179,000 thalers for reserve fund. 

A meeting was held on the 16th inst. of the proprietors of the 
International Bank of Hamburg and London (Limited), when 
the directors’ report, announcing a proposed distribution at the 
rate of 8 per cent. per annum, was agreed to. 

Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received on the 
16th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were : 
—To Calcutta, £598,600 ; mbay, £165,000 ; and Madras, 
£26,400. The minimum was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10}d. 
Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 103d. will receive about 
52 per cent., and above in full ; and on Bombay at that price in 
full. A diminution in the demand for the means of remittance 
to the East is apparent. . 

The liquidators of Overend, Gurney, and Co. (Limited) propose 
to make a fourth return to the shareholders of 10s. per share, 
which will be payable on the 21st inst., and two following days. 

Bar silver is without alteration in price. Mexican dollars 
have come forward to some amount, chiefly from New York, 
and the total now here, £38,000, has not yet been placed ; the 
last price for the new coinage was 59d. per oz., and the market 
may be considered firm. 
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THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, 
AND CHINA. 

The nineteenth ordinary general meeting of this Bank was held on 
the 16th inst., at the London Tavern ; Mr. Andrew Cassels in the chair. 
Te report stated that the accounts exhibited the gross earnings, 
amounting to £134,923 6s. 8d., from which had been deducted—Ex- 
penses of management, the deficiency on capital shown in the previous 
acoount, and provision for all bad and doubtful debts, including the 
loss through Messrs. Gledstanes and Co., already reported. The balance 
of profits remaining was £10,145 17s. 2d., and out of this sum the 
directors proposed to declare a dividend for the half-year ended 31st 
December, at the rate of 24 per cent. per annum (free of income-tax), 
which would absorb £10,000. They trusted that their co-proprietors 
would accept this proposal as substantial evidence of the improved posi- 
tion of the bank. 

The CHatrman said he had to move that the report and accounts 
submitted be confirmed, and hoped that the shareholders on the whole 
would consider them satisfactory. The state of trade between this 
oountry and the East during the last six months of the past year was 
not such as to enable banks connected with India and China to make 
large profits. It was unsatisfactory to the mercantile firms engaged 
in it, for shipments of jute and cotton, tea and silk, all came to bad 
markets, and he need scarcely say that bankers could not expect to en- 
ee prosperity when the merchants they were dealing with fared 

ly. The money market had been distiirbed during the last three 
months of the year, the Bank of England rate rising to above 5 per cent., 
and having stood for three weeks at 7 per cent. To banks which helda 
large amount of bills against shipping documents, which were liable to 
be at any time retired by the acceptors, under discount at the Bank of 
England rate of the day, high rates of discount were of course un- 
favourable. Again, one of their branches—that at Singapore—had had 
to pass through a crisis of almost unexampled severity ; failure after 
failure took place in the native community, until great numbers of 
firms were swept away. He was sorry to say that many of these failures 
were of a most discreditable and disgraceful character, so much so that 
at last their local manager wrote to say that the very atmosphere 
seemed tainted with fraud. Thanks, however, to the foresight of 
the head office and the admirable firmness and judgment of 
their local manager, the bank emerged from the storm with so little 
injury that the business of the branch left a fair profit after pro- 
viding for all the losses arising out of the failures he had alluded to. 
(Cheers.) As the result of the year’s work, they were left with a 
balance of £10,145, after restoring the capital of the bank to its full 
amount, and, after providing for all bad and doubtful debts, including 
that incurred through the failure of Messrs. Gledstanes and Company. 
The question with the directors then became what should they do with 
the profits? Should they pay a small dividend to their shareholders, 
or carry the amount forward to profit and loss account ? After some con- 
sideration they thought they should be justified in proposing the pay- 
ment of a small dividend, seeing that the shareholders had been so long 
without one. For the satisfaction of those who might have been of 
opinion that the directors would have acted more prudently if they had 
carried forward the amount, he begged to say that they were in receipt 
of returns from all their agencies in the East by wire up to the 15th of 
March, and those returns showed that the business of the bank for the first 
two months and a half of the current year was progressing satisfactorily 
and favourably. He therefore hoped the small dividend it was proposed 
to declare would be looked upon as a substantial proof of the soundness of 
the bank’s position, and as a promise of letter things to come. When it 
was last his duty to address the shareholders he alluded to the work of 
reorganisation the board was then carrying on. That work might 
be said now to be accomplished. The directors had carefully considered 
the requirements, and to the best of their power had strengthened the 
position, of each of their Eastern agencies. After some consideration 
they had resolved to open an agency at Manila, where they had long 
had mercantile agents, and an experienced officer had been sent to 
take charge of it. They knew by wire that it was opened on the 8rd 
of this month, and for the present it would be under the direction of 
their HongjKong Branch, the directors being anxious to feel their way 


steadily and surely, but they have very-good reason to hope that the | 


step they have taken would in the course of time bring in good re- 
sults. The bank, he thought, was fortunate in possessing able and 
zealous officers. Their managers in the East were all working very 
harmoniously together, and he had particular pleasure in bearing testi- 
mony publicly to the ability and vigilance of their head manager, Mr. 
QGwyther. He was sure he expressed the opinion of every member of 
the board when he said that gentleman deserved their warmest thanks. 
The same might be said of all the officers working under him, each and 
all of whom were most exemplary in their attention to their duties, 
and most zealous in their endeavours to promote the interests of the 
eompany ; in short he felt much had been done and was being done 
to increase the earning power and restore the prestige of the 
bank, and he for one would be much disappointed if it did 
not rise steadily in public estimation. With their capital free, and 
their credit improving everywhere, he thought they might fairly hope 
to see their profits increase. (Cheers.) At the last meeting he stated 
that, in the opinion of the directors, the alteration in the course of 
trade between this country and the East, in consequence of the opening 
of the Suez Canal, rendered six months’ bills no longer necessary. It 
was satisfactory to be able to state that in India three months’ sight 
bills against Canal shipments were the rule, and six months’ sight bills 
the exception. He was sorry to add, however, that in China the prac- 
tice of drawing against shipments to this country, vid Suez, at six 
mou.<is’ sight—many of those shipments coming to hand in little more 
than six weeks—still prevailed. He would only hope some of the influ- 
ential houses there would ere long, in their own interest, adopt the 
shorter usance, because he thought it would have the effect of placing 
our trade with the East on a sounder and safer basis than it stood on at 

t. He moved that the report now présented, together with the 
balance-sheet and profit and logs account, be approved and adopted. 
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—Mr. Jonn Jones seconded the motion, which was put, and carried 
unanimously, and the dividend for the half-year was then declared. 

The election of Mr. Emile Levita to a seat at the board was con- 
firmed. The retiring directors—Mr. Frederick William Heilgers and 
Mr. Andrew Cassels, and the retiring auditors, Mr. Jonathan Thorp and 
Mr. Owen Lewis, were re-elected, and a vote of thanks to the chairman 
and directors terminated the proceedings. 





THE CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, 
LONDON, AND CHINA. 

The fifteenth annual general meeting of this Bank was held on the 
15th inst., at the bankirfg-house, Old Broad-street ; Mr. George G. 
Nicol in the chair. The notice calling the meeting was read by Mr. D. 
T. Robertson, the chief manager. The Chairman, in moving the adop- 
tion of the report and accounts, said that the liabilities and assets were 
very much the same as last year, with the exception of the bills payable 
and the bills receivable, which were considerably less, which arose, to 
some extent, from the usance to India being reduced, owing to the 
Suez Canal being now more used. There had been an increase in 
the amount of the charges, but that arose principally from the law 
expenses and telegrams in connection’ with the fraud at Singapore. 
The establishment of o branch at Batavia had also added some- 
what to the expenses. Referring to the loss by fraud at the Sin- 
gapore branch, he said it arose in connection with the account of 
Joshua Brothers, a Jewish firm, who had long been customers of 
the Bank, and whose account had been a valuable and beneficial 
one hitherto, Some time since, Mr. Joshua retired from the firm, 
and has since resided at Damascus, but is believed to still re- 
tain an interest in the business, which, since his retirement, had been 
conducted by his nephew, and conducted apparently in a wild 
and reckless fashion. The directors had actually, on several occasions 
since January, 1872, specially warned the manager about the amount 
of overdrafts by the firm against opium, and when the catastrophe 
occurred it was discovered that 650 chests of opium, for which this 
Bank held receipts, were abstracted by Joshua, so that really the manager 
had not taken proper precautions, to see that the opium upon which 
the advances were made really existed. The directors were taking 
steps against Joshua at Damascus, believing that he still had an interest 
in the business, and the directors hoped that some recovery would be 
made. This was one of those losses which came upon banks occasion- 
ally, in spite of all the prudence and caution of the managers. With 
this exception, the business of the Bank had been satisfactory. The 
resolution was seconded by Mr. Richardson. 

A Shareholder thought the report and accounts most unsatisfactory, 
especially as so large an amount was written off for bad debt, and 
thought it would be as well to appoint a committee of investigation to 
inquire into the management. Mr. Richardson considered that the 
working of the Bank, irrespective of the frauds, had been most satis- 
factory, and reflected great credit upon the management, and he sug- 
gerted that the inspector be relieved from the management of the im- 
portant branch at Singapore. Mr. Tendron was of opinion that the 
suggestion to allow the inspector, even at a cost of a few extra thou- 
sands per annum, to discharge his duties without having the manage- 
ment of a branch as well, was the most practical one. He objected to 
a committee, which he thought always did more harm than good. Dr. 
Thom urged the importance of appointing local committees of boards 
of control in the chief centres of business, who would act as break- 
waters between the local managers and the board in London. He re- 
gretted the losses, but believed the directors were free from all blame. 
Some further discussion ensued, in the course of which several gentle- 
men expressed their regret that the unfortunate loss had taken place, 
but could not see that any blame was attachable to the directors, who 
seemed to have taken every precaution to avoid such an occurrence. 

The Chairman said that this Bank, like others doing business in the 
East, had local boards at one time, but they were found to be produc- 
tive of so much jealousy in small communities that they actually re- 
tardod the business of the Bank, and, in common with other banks, the 
practice was abandoned. The board had determined to have two in- 
spectors, having full powers, constantly travelling from branch to 
branch, one exclusively confined to the Indian branches, and the other 
to the branches in China and the Straits. 

The report was then adopted, and the dividend declared. The re- 
tiring directors were re-elected, and some formal business having been 
transacted, the proceedings closed in the usual manner.

There is no improvement in the market, the tone of which is, if any- 
thing, moré depressed than ever, the tendency of prices being still down- 
wards. In China Silk business ison the most insignificant scale, and 
the few transactions which duily take place are generally at low rates. 
In Canton Silk there is next to no business dving. Japan Silk also 
participates in the general depression. Deliveries lst to 16th inst. in- 
clusive :—China, 1,059 bales ; Canton, 434; Japan, 209; total, 1,702 
bales. 

Messrs. Arles Dufour and Co.'s Circular, dated Lyons, April 10, is as 
follows :—The present season, which is drawing to a close, has been a 
period of uninterrupted dulness in transactions, and constant fall in 
prices, reaching now about 10 per cent. on European silk and at least 
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15 per cent. on Asiatic sorts. This course of events, deceiving all 
expectations, is to be ascribed to the over production of silk piecegoods 
after the war, just at the time when the bad wear of heavily dyed stuffs 
had rebuked fashion from silks, and driven it to woollen goods. The 
much larger production in all silk growing countries also greatly con- 
tributed to this year’s deceptions. On the Continent stocks of throwns 
are much larger than usual, and chiefly in common descriptions show 
also to what extent production exceeded the wants of consumption. 
Moreover, prospects of the next European crop are much more favour- 
able than anticipated ; seeds are reputed of sound quality ; rearing 
trials proved satisfactory, and fine weather is preparing an early result. 
It is to be hoped that these various considerations may lead this season 
to rates in China better regulated upon home advices and the state 
of consumption. More prudence still must guide importers, if the 
guey of the new silk shows the same degeneracy as we have witnessed 
or the last two years. 
COFFEE. 

The Dutch sale held on the 16th inst. went off briskly at an ad- 
vance for all ordi kinds ; but this market exhibits no alteration, 
the tone being still very firm, and pale kinds in demand at 6d.
